.The child labor provisons of the 
W ages and Hours A ct passed

C ongress recently set som e e x c e l­ 
len t standards and contain sound 
provisions for adm inistration and 
enforcem ent. 
Their enactm ent is 
th e m ost im portant advance

ward elim inating child labor since 
the industrial codes w ere in vali­ 
dated. 
H ow ever, since they apply only 
to industries 
w hich 
ship 
their 
goods in interstate com m erce and 
thet o is a broad exam ption 
for 
agriculture, they 
w ill 
touch 
a 
m inor proportion of the 
children 
now at work in this country. 
The child labor provisions 
of 
th e new’ law prohibit 
the 
ship­ 
m ent in interstate com m erce 
of 
goods m ade in establishm ents in 
w hich child labor has been 
em ­ 
ployed within thirty days prior to 
.shipment. 
Child labor is defined 
as the em ploym ent 
of 
children 
under 16 years, or the 
em ploy­ 
m en t of children under 18 years in 
occupations found and 
declared 
hazardous by the C hildren’s Bu­ 
reau. 
T here are exem ptions for agri­ 
culture and for children em ployed 
bv their ow n parents, but not 
in 
m anufacturing

C b'ldren’s Bureau is

pow er to exem pt children of

or 
w elfare, but not in m ines or fac­ 
tories.

of the C hildren’s Bureau of

w) ich is authorized to issue em ­ 
ploym ent certificates and

concerned with the adm inistration 
o f child labor law s. 
T his m akes possible a renew al 
o f the joint federal-state adm ini­ 
stration w hich w as found sim ple, 
successful and econom ical in the 
w orkings of the first Federal Law. 
T hese provisions w ill undoubt­ 
edly be w ell 
enfi reed 
by 
the 
C hildren’s 
Bureau,
